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Module  5:  A World  of  Tales 


The  latter  part  of  Module  5 focuses  on  the  story  of  the  Trojan  War  from  The  Iliad  and  The  Odyssey,  the 
epic  poems  of  Homer.  Students  read  a short  version  of  part  of  the  story  and  listen  to  another  part.  As  well, 
students  explore  the  world  of  tales  through  the  study  of  a novel  of  their  choosing. 

Section  3:  The  Story  of  the  Trojan  War 

In  Section  3,  students  read  and  listen  to  retellings  of  the  story  of  the  Trojan  War.  When  they’ve  finished 
the  section,  they  should  be  able  to  take  the  role  of  a character  within  a story  and  retell  the  story  from  that 
character’s  point  of  view.  They  should  also  be  able  to  demonstrate  the  correct  and  effective  use  of  verb  forms 
and  tenses  in  their  writing. 

• In  the  first  lesson,  students  are  introduced  to  the  main  characters,  human  and  supernatural,  in  the 
famous  story  of  the  Trojan  War.  After  reading  and  responding  to  questions  about  the  story,  students  are 
asked  to  write  a journal  entry  reflecting  on  Paris’s  choice.  Encourage  your  student  to  learn  more  about 
stories  from  Homer’s  The  Iliad  and  The  Odyssey  by  doing  research  in  a library  or  on  the  Internet. 

• Lesson  2 focuses  on  retelling  the  Trojan  War  story  in  the  first-person  point  of  view.  Students’  attention 
is  directed  to  understanding  that  the  way  that  the  story  is  told  affects  the  story  itself.  They’re  asked  to 
assume  the  identity  of  a character  and  tell  the  story  from  that  character’s  point  of  view;  then  they’re 
instructed  to  submit  a polished  copy  of  their  retelling  for  their  Section  3 Assignment.  Note  that  since  no 
single  character  observes  or  participates  in  the  whole  story,  some  events  will  have  to  be  omitted,  or  the 
character  will  have  to  simply  report  hearing  of  those  events. 

Help  your  student  to  create  an  outline  of  the  story,  selecting  the  events  that  should  be  included.  Review 
the  assessment  criteria  before  the  student  creates  a polished  copy  so  that  he  or  she  is  aware  of  how  the 
assignment  will  be  marked.  If  possible,  students  should  ask  a writing  partner  to  read  their  drafts  (or  the 
students  should  read  their  drafts  aloud  to  their  writing  pcirtners)  so  that  they  can  receive  suggestions 
for  revision.  Be  sure  that  your  student  completes  the  checklist  in  the  Assignment  Booklet. 

• In  Lesson  3,  the  students  investigate  how  verbs  can  be  used  in  various  types  of  sentences  and  how 
to  determine  the  correct  forms  of  verbs  in  speech  and  in  writing.  Help  your  student  to  edit  the  Trojan 
War  story,  looking  carefully  at  verb  usage.  The  student  should  also  pay  attention  to  variety  in  sentence 
structure.  If  your  student’s  writing  consists  mainly  of  short  sentences,  help  him  or  her  to  combine 
some  of  them.  Students  should  also  be  able  to  identify  sentences  in  the  composition  that  begin  with 
something  other  than  the  subject  of  the  main  clause.  Assist  your  student  to  edit  his  or  her  sentences 

if  necessary. 

Section  4:  A Novel  Experience 

In  Section  4,  students  read  a novel  and  think  about  how  it’s  written  and  what  it  says  about  people  and  life. 
When  they’ve  finished  the  section,  they  should  be  able  to  explain  how  novelists  use  elements  like  characters, 
setting,  and  plot  to  present  their  ideas. 

• Students  are  asked  to  divide  their  novel  into  three  sections  of  approximately  equal  length.  Assist  your 
student  to  set  reasonable  times  for  reading  each  part  and  completing  the  questions  in  the  lessons.  If  you 
or  someone  else  can  read  the  novel  as  well,  your  student  will  benefit  from  having  a reading  partner  with 
whom  to  share  this  experience. 
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If  the  student  has  difficulty  reading,  you  can  help  by  listening  as  he  or  she  reads  aloud.  You  can  also 
read  aloud  with  the  student  (paired  reading),  and  you  can  even  read  parts  of  the  novel  to  the  student. 
You  can  also  assist  your  student  by  helping  to  identify  unfamiliar  words.  Have  him  or  her  keep  a list  of 
these  words,  and  practise  reading  them  every  day  so  that  gradually  they  become  part  of  the  student’s 
vocabulary.  Finally,  if  you’re  familiar  with  the  novel,  you  can  assist  the  student  to  comprehend  it  by 
discussing  the  characters,  conflicts,  and  ideas. 

Although  assisting  students  to  read  and  comprehend  may  be  necessary,  it’s  important  to  realize  that 
students  will  be  expected  to  independently  read  a Vciriety  of  texts  on  the  final  test  (and  the  Provincial 
Achievement  Test)  and  interpret  these  texts. 

• After  students  have  completed  Lesson  4,  they’ll  begin  to  work  on  the  novel  assignments.  To  help  with 
the  first  question  in  the  Assignment  Booklet,  pretend  to  be  the  author  and  ask  your  student  about  the 
novel.  After  the  student  has  discussed  the  points  with  you,  he  or  she  should  be  ready  to  write  a letter  to 
the  author. 

• The  second  question  focuses  on  the  setting  (or  settings)  of  the  novel.  Note  that  students  should  do 
Part  A or  Part  B.  The  map  in  Part  A shouldn’t  merely  indicate  the  names  of  places  but  should  also 
include  a brief  description  of  important  events  that  occurred  in  each  place.  Remember  that  Part  B isn’t 
intended  to  evaluate  students’  drawing  skills,  but  rather  their  understanding  of  the  setting’s  importance. 

Final  Module  Assignment 

• Before  your  student  does  the  first  part  of  the  Final  Module  Assignment,  go  over  the  questions  and  help 
him  or  her  to  reflect  thoughtfully  on  the  work  done  in  the  module. 

• The  second  question  of  the  Final  Module  Assignment  asks  students  to  reflect  on  the  module  and  to 
select  one  journal  entry  to  submit  for  marking.  Students  are  reminded  not  to  choose  a journal  entry  used 
in  a previous  assignment  in  the  module.  They  should  revise  and  edit  the  journal  entry,  but  the  informal 
and  personal  quality  of  the  entry  should  be  retained.
